The bun- 
dles lii such a shock may be set well 
apart nt the bottom, permitting good 
ventilation. The binder, cuts such a 
law stub that the cur In the 'shock Is 
high from the ground. In cutting by 
hand the careless shocker usually cuts 
high, stubs, then he throws the fodder 
together. The high cutting causes tho 
enr on the stalk to bo near the ground 
or more probably on the ground, caus- 
ing serious dnmngc to the grain. Com 
fodder should be cut ns low as possi- 
ble, that the grain may stand a good 
distance from the ground while In the 
shock.— TV\ B. Anderson, In Indianap- 
olis News.

When hay has once become spoiled, 
by too much rain, It is wonderful what 
uses it can be put to in Uie way of 
'making sheds, tilling ditches nndBUch 
things. A great, deal of spoiled hay 
could 1 " be used as a feed product in a 
pinch. Stock has to be almost starved 
before- It will eat it If It is badly 
spoiled. 

The asparagus bed should not .be 
called upon for too much. The roots 
will send' up shoots as long as cut- 
ting is done, if It Is reijulred from 
them through loo long a season they 
become exhausted. They need sonic 
tliiie to store plant food for another 
season, nnd a top Is necessary for ibis 
process. It Is poor economy to over- 
work plants. 

Poultry, cspecialy l when confined, 
nre benefited by an occasional feed of 
cooked meat. For this purpose lean 
meat Hint will divide raitllly into 
libers resembling small worms Is very 
tempting to* fowls. But do not give 
much fat moat. It Is muscle and hone 
and feather-mnklng material Unit they 
need, and Tat meat supplies none of 
these, while lean meat contains them 
all. ." 

" Bones- eon tain n small quantity of 
animal mnHer which Is useful for 
fowls, but they are valuable* for poul- 
try chiefly for the "phosphate of lime 
they contain. They are In the best 
condition when fresh and sunburned. 
Burning or charring consumes (he 1111L 
mal matter antl makes Uiem just as 
much less vn Inn bio. While the char- 
coal that burned bones contain aids di- 
gestion and Is a purifier, It can be ob- 
tained more cheaply In the form of 
common wood charcoal. 



Profitable Ducks., 

A number of liujulrkw have, boon re- 
ceived by *Hie editor of this depart-, 
ineiit asking for Information regarding- . 
the profit In duck raising. The writer 
bus found that raising ducks' paid 1C 
they conlfl have a considerable, range, 
plenty of green stuflT and!, also grain 
In considerable quantity*,;. To jfeed at 
this rate could only be, dono when Hie 
bulk of the food iiyijuj .raised on tho 
farm, and evemihen tho work was not 
proo table, unless a nearby '-market 
could be' had . nt fair prices. 

Fortunately we are located near a 
bu miner resort, where the : prices paid 
for ducks are good, iirtd we market tho 
birds as soon as they are well feath- 
ered out. The grain is, of course, of 
last year's growing, but wo keep' tha 
ducks In good growing shape by us- 
ing plenty of green stuff from ■ tho 
garden and skim milk from the dairy. 
Unless conditions ore unusunlly favor- 
able, most,' farmers will' find clllckon 
raising more profitable than duck rais- 
ing. J

Chlcngo has nearly twice as many 
miles of streets ns ouy other city In 
the tFnlon. That is because It 1ft built 
da a level prairie with no hindrance to 
Its extending out almost inimitably in 
three directions. But this hnB not 
been a blessing in all respects as will 
be seen by the, following figures. Grent- 
er New York bus 2,527 miles of. streets, 
Thlladalphia 1,510 miles, St Louis 
87S miles, Chicago 4,103 miles. Dis- 
paraging comparisons appear,, how- 
ever, In the miles of unpaved streets 
of these leading cities. New' York 
has only 701 miles of streets thnt lack 
paving, Philadelphia 413, St. Louis 
432, while Chicago, has 2,810 miles of 
unpaved streets, wast of these un- 
paved Btreots are-atso without proper 
llghtlug^nnd with no policing. The 
trouble Is that Chicago haB spread out 
over so much territory that It is a 
much more expensive city , to main- 
tain properly than others that are 
more compactly built Another trouble 
lies In Chicago being deprived 'oif the 
power, by the restrictions of the state 
constitution, of using her credit to 
make permanent Improvements. 'Such 
permanent improvements' ol absolute 
necessity have been mnde r out of the 
current taxlevy and other funds that 
should have been devoted to operation 
and maintenance. The bondetl debt 
of the city has not been Increased' for 
twenty-five yenre^ Bad street a and 
sad lack of police protection have" been 
the Inevitable consequence. 

Now, what Chicago is trying to do 
is' to get rid of the constitutional re* 
' strict! on a so -that she can extend her 
debt limit to n reasonable extent and 
place the expense of permanent better- 
ment partly on succeeding generations. 
To do this it Is. necessary to get an 
amendment to the constitution. It 
has been a very difficult thing. Hav 
Ing failed In three or four attempts, 
prominent organizations of that city 
induced the last legislature to .submit 
such on amendment "to the people. It 
will be voted on In November. Being 
a constitutional measure, it must have 
a majority af all the votes. of 'the whole 
state, hence it is that voters in the 
southern counties have a'.'sny about 
local affairs In Chicago','. That may 
be right but It is^ hoped that they will 
vote artlrmntlvoly. Should tUls amend- 
SKrit ha adopted Chicago- will- go 'to 
the next legislature with the draft of 
a new charter and ask Its adoption 
by that body. Then under the terms: 
of the amendment such charter -will 
have to bo voted on by the people 
of Chicago. When all this Is ac- 
complished Chicago will be able to 
pave more Btreots, light more alleys, 
nnd employ ■ more policemen. That 
means less robbery andhouse-breaklng 
and murder. It means cleaner Btreots 
and n better city . In every way, It 
will. not necessarily mean higher taxes 
for; the 'residents of the city, and tho 
amendment if ndoptcd, can not pos- 
sibly uffect.any other , part of. tho 
state, Chicago is nsklng every voter 
in Illinois to help her out of her trouble 
by marking his special ballot for, thu 
amendment.' ' .There . is no ". nppareitt 
reason why the voters should not re* 
spond.
